The  po-pulabion  according  bo  bhe  Regis brar  General's 
esbimabe  is  6,410,  an  increase  of  250  over  bhe  previous  year. 

The  birbhs  in  1956  were  86,  an  increase  of  14 
over  1955<>  In  spibe  of  bhis  increase,  bhe  Birbh  Rabe  15.4  is 
lower  bhan  bhe  rabe  15.7  for  England  and  Wales.  Even  if 
allowance  is  made  for  bhe  high  proporbion  of  elderly  people  in 
bhe  Disbricb,  and  bhe  correcbed  Birbh  Rabe  calculabed  14,5.;  ib 
is  sbill  lower  bhan  bhe  nabional  rabe. 

There  were  87  deabhs,  eleven  more  bhan  19559 
making  bhe  Deabh  Rabe  13. 6,  as  againsb  11.7  for  bhe  counbry  as 
a whole,  for  bhe  reason  already  menbioned  ib  is  bo  be  expecbed 
bhe  local  Deabh  Rabe  vi/ould  be  higher. 


Hov7ever  no  baby  died  under  one  year  of  age,  bhe 
infanbile  deabh  rabe  being  nil.  Albhough  of  course  bhe  numbers 
involved  are  small,  bhis  record  is  mosb  grabifying. 

The  incidence  of  infecbious  disease  in  bhe  Disbricb 
was  very  li^jiib  and  no  cases  of  poliomyelibis  occurred. 

I am  glad  bo  be  able  bo  bake  bhis  opporbuniby  of 
bhani.d.ng  my  colleagues  for  bheir  ready  co-operabion,  and  bhe 
Members  of  bhe  Council  for  bheir  help  and  considera bion.

The  purchase  of  a second  vehicle  was  allowed  for  in  bhe 
Annual  Esbinabes,  and  we  were  forbunabe  in  obbainin{;;  delivery 
by  June.  Albhough  bransporb  vvas  increased,  bhe  re  was  no  corres- 
ponding increase  in  sbaff.  The  new  arrangenenb  worked  very  well 
and  a 'weekly  collecbion  was  nainbained  bhroughoub  bhe  year,  wibh 
bhe  excepbion  onlj^  of  brief  periods  around  bhe  Bank  holidays  . 

Disposal  was  by  way  of  conbrolled  hipping,  bhe  bip  being 
in  a disused  sandpib  in  bhe  hearb  of  bhe  disbricb.  Parbicular 
abbenbion  'was  paid  bo  bhe  prevenbion  of  nuisances  and  whilsb 
infesbabion  by  rabs  was  negligible,  crickebs  caused  some  concern 
ab  bhe  heighb  of  bhe  sunrj.er . However,  by  bhe  use  of  hired 
mechanical  planb  bo  provide  adequabe  covering  and  Ifferal  dressing 
wibh  insecbicides,  bhe  infesbabion  was  prompbly*  baken  in  hand. 
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ATMOSPi-IERIG  POLLUTION 


Conplaints  were  received  Iron  nearby  residents  of  nuisance 
caused  by  the  enission  of  black;  snohe  fron  a factory  chinney- 
in  the  area . 

Representations  were  nade  to  the  firm  concerned,  who 
co-operated  nost  readily  and  overcane  the  difficulty  by  the 
use  of  a hiyher  yrade  fuel. 

The  district  is  aluost  entirely  residential  in  character 
and  s-tnospheric  pollution  is  negligible.
